According to Robert St. Louis, a 
lawyer for CASS, if approved, *‘Bill 
C-9 will attack every citizens fun- 
damental right to privacy -by gran- 
ting sweeping powers of 
survelliance to the new secret 
police." 

CASS urges Québecers to take 
following precautions lo safeguard 
their privacy: 

''1)Resign immediately from any 
organisation the CSIS might 
suspect of acting against ‘the in- 
terests of Canada.’ This includes 
peace groups, trade unions, stu- 
dent organisations, church groups 
and political parties. 


2) Remove all contidential informa- 
tion from your safety deposit box, 
home, car, or place of work and 
destroy it. This includes photos, 
letters, diaries, bank records — 
whatever you consider Personal

3) Do not share any confidential in- 
formation with any lawyer, doctor, 
priest, psychiatrist or journalist. . 
4) If you're a non-status immigrant 
or a foreign student, cancel your 
subscriptions to any political jour- 
nals, especially if they're foreign. 
Avoid public gatherings and: any 
form of solidarity against foreign 
dictatorships. — 

5) Don't talk at home. Don't use 
your telephone for confidential con- 
versations. Don't use the postal 
system for confidential correspon- 
dance, If you must talk, do so only 
on a busy street,”

lf you are Catholic In Ireland you 
are born a terrorist, said Ber- 
nadette Devlin McAliskey, Irish 
Republican activist, and one-time 
member. of the English House of 
Commons.

Devlin accused the British 
government of violating basic 
tenets of British common law in the 
continuing ‘‘Diplock trials.*’ 

The Diplock courts are named 
after English Chief Justice Lord 


* Diplock who tabled a report concer- 


ning the Northern Irish legal 


- system in the mid-1970's. The 


courts try only those people alleged 
to have commited political crimes. 
The conviction rate in these 
courts is 85 per cent. 
Diplock courts have no juries, 
and the accused have no right to 
know either the evidence presented 


against them, or. the identity of the 


“accuser, 

In 1976, the European Court of 
Human Rights found England guilty 
of psychological and physical tor- 
ture when extracting confessions 
from prisoners between the years 
of 1973 and 1976. Devlin called 
this policy, ‘‘beating the 
terrorist.” ' | 

It is still going On. 


Within the Diplock courts, the 
accusers are either faceless 
policemen or paid informers, said 
Devlin. The- paid informers are 
coercively recruited by the British. 

Of the informers, Harry 
Kirkpatrick is the most notorious. 
He’ is a supergrass, from the 
underworld, ‘‘grass'’ meaning 
police informer. He has sent 40 
people, including his own sister to 
gaol. 

Deviin said, ‘he has been in- 
volved In more political organisa- 
tions simultaneously than any other 
man in the history of Ireland.’’ He 
was serving 5 life sentences and 
999 years, (running consecutively) 
until he began to sign statements 
implicating Republicans. 

The use of supergrasses is - 
another English policy to under- 
mine the Republican movement, 
Said Deviin. Since the 1960's 
through the use of internment, 
Diplock courts, forced extraction of 
confessions, and, more recently in- 
formers, ‘‘every method of passive 
resistance has been outlawed;"’ 
she added. 

At that time, Northern Irish 
Catholics were demonstrating for 
the right to one-person one-vote, 
the right to equal. housing oppor-

Pro- 
fessor Rice said this precedent has 
been followed since 1974. | 

The students noted that original- 
‘ly only two Canadianists were ap- 
pointed to the selection committee. 

The students said another Cana- 
dianist was added after Thompson 
protested to Hoffmann. 

The majority opinion of the selec- 
tion committee was not respected 
when the new. professors were 
hired, students sald. 

Asked if the real issue was 
whether the committee was’ purely 
advisory or whether it functioned 
as a democratic body, Hoffmann 
Said, ‘The chairman strikes com- 
mittees as he sees fit. The commit- 
tee is purely advisory, and the 
Chairman has no obligation to go 
the numerical 
majority.** 


The students believe that dif- ‘ 


ferences in political approach could 


“account for the split between Hoff- 


mann and the Canadianists. 

“The Canadianists are fairly left. 
Two are Marxists and one Is NDP.

When federal Minister of Finance Marc 
Lalonde spoke at McGill Monday, he 
predicted a recovery with an annual growth 
rate of 4.9 per cent. Lalonde was confident 
Canada would solve the youth unemploy- À 
ment problem. 

There are as many people without jobs 
now as there were during. the 1930's 
depression. 

Among youth, the 15 to 24 age group, the 
Canadian unemployment rate is pushing 20 
. per cent. In some areas, more than one-third 
of the youth work force is without jobs. In 
February 1984, the youth unemployment 
rate in Newfoundland was 37 per cent, New 
Brunswick, 26 per cent, British Columbia, 
_ 24 per cent and Québec, 23 per cent. 

The type of joblessness establishing itself 
In the Canadian economy is qualitively dif- 
ferent from the cyclical unemployment of the 
past. Generally, unemployment has been 
concentrated In certain geographic areas or 
among certain job groups: But in the last five 
. years the press has oozed reports of people 
with 20 years seniority losing their jobs. The 
axing hasn't been confined to civil service 


jobs: bankruptcy rates in the private sector: 


are the highest since the depression. 

Social service layoffs, cuts in government 
spending and the decline of the extended 
family have all contributed to make the 
burden of unemployment heavier than it was 
In the past. 

‘Prospects also look dim: for university 
graduates. Unemployment rales among 
those with a university degree are still over 
10 per cent, and that rate doesn’t take into 
-account those who choose to return to school 
‘rather than face another round of rejection 
letters. 

The situation is also more serious than it 
was in the past for a more subtle reason. 


Says McGill economics professor Sid Inger- * 


man, ‘‘In the’60's when we had ‘high 
unemployment, we really thought it was 
cyclical. Today we have no clear perspec- 
tive. There Isn't a: lot of confidence 
“anywhere. 

The high rates of youth unemployment are 
part and parcel of a larger problem: the en- 
tire Canadian economy. The malaise which 
nourishes youth unemployment is the same 
malaise which escalates poverty rates, 
bankruptcy claims, ‘and, it seems, en- 


= courages right’ wing government policies - 


(witness British Columbia). 
Growth would go a long way to reducing 
the present joblessness; but not all commen- 


tators are as confident as Mr. Lalonde. The 


- Conference Board of Canada, an indepen- 
dent group of economists, forecasts growth 
of 1.1 per cent at the most for the next five 
years, and does not expect any significant 
change in unemployment. 

Why so many destitute? 

Admitting the ~“‘serlous’’. rates of 
unemployment were a concern for us all, 
Lalonde reassuringly pointed to what he 
described as Canada’s ‘‘impressive job 
creation record in comparison with other in- 
dustrialised nations.‘ 

The unemployment rates among youth are 
high, Lalonde sald, because, ‘‘the youth 
‘labour force has grown in size." The 
economy, he sald, needs time to adjust, 

The economy may need time to ‘‘adjust’’, 
however, it is unlikely.that the fact that there 

are more young people is the main cause of 

the economy's adjustment difficulties. 
- In 1981 the total number of people aged 
15 to 24 was 4,553,000. By this January 
that figure had dropped to 4,371,000. If 
anything the unemployment rate for youth 
should have fallen. Instead it rose, and given 
these statistics, Lalonde appears to be talk- 
ing about another country. 

Don McGillivray, Southam business col- 
umnist, argues people are growing out of the 
youth age group, because the birth rate in 
the last fifteen years has been very low. It 


‘should have been.easy.to. keep the. youth.” Sdeficit through: grout” whl 






unemployment. rate from increasing: 
McGillivray believes Canadian economic 


policies have intensified rather than 
alleviated the rising unemployment problem. 

Canada's unemployment problems are, of 
course, partly due to larger changes In the 
whole structure of the world economy. In- 
dustrialized countries face increased com- 
petition from nations which have low wages 
and can produce goods more cheaply. The 
world Is still in recession, and is likely to pull 
out of it slowly, if at all. 

The Conference Board of Canada, hardly a 
left- “wing institution, also feels the govern- 
ment's economic policies have contributed 
to the skyrocketing unemployment rates. 

Echoing a similar sentiment, Ingerman 
says, ‘‘what the Canadian government has 
refused to do is commit itself to a policy of 
full employment. Or for that matter, any con- 
sistent policy at all.’ 

Since 1975, the government has valiantly 
chased Inflation, while generally ignoring 
employment problems. It has throttled the 
money supply, hiking interest rates and er- 
ratically bobbing the Canadian dollar high. 
This has dissuaded investment and made 


Canadian. exports uncompetitive in foreign 


markets; it has led to economic suffocation. 
-In 1981, the economy slithered to’ its 
lowest level. Yet, throughout the ensuing 
recession, Bank of Canada director Gerald 
Bouey continued to steer the Canadian 
economy (albeit drunkenly) on a 
“‘gradualist’’ monetary policy. 

The Bank of Canada firmly believes a 


"slow money growth will reduce inflation; 


a reduction In Inflation will restore business 
confidence and lessen cost Increases and 
this will spur investment. Combined, all fac- 
tors should rocket the Canadian economy in- 
to rapid recovery. The end of unemployment 
all in one instant mix package. 

The myth shared by the Bank of Canada 
and the government — Canadians have to 
tighten their belts (particularily wage- 
garners) and accept lower wages — gives 
the entire performance a bit of emotional col- 
our. 

But not only are unemployment rates still 
outrageously high and growing, the 
monetarist's demon, Inflation, Is still here. 

Facts do not convict unions for causing In- 
flation and unemployment by ‘taking more 
than their fair share of the ple.’ Wage and 
benefit Increases have nearly been halved 
since 1982, and the real wage, In ratio to 
productivity has been steadily dropping. 
Nonetheless, Trudeau, still thunders 
couteously for unions to reduce their wage 
demands. 

The government refuses to stimulate the 
economy through fiscal measures, arguing 
this will aggravate inflation and increase the 
deficit. The tight fiscal policy has increased 


‘and intensified Canada's employment pro- 


blems. It hasn't reduced the deficit at all. 

According’ to Globe and Mail reporter 
Thomas Walkern, the crusade to make 
Canada more competitive by cutting wages, 
was Strangled by the government's concur- 
rent policy of high interest rates. 

As to the deficit fear, Ingerman says, ‘‘the 
tight monetary policy has kept demand low, 


unemployment high. Growing deficits are a - 


result of recession and depression. If there 
were more spending we could reduce the 


rotin 





Judging from John Turner's expressed 
commitment to ‘cutting federal spending,”’ 


the end of the tunnel is a long way off. And: 


Brian Mulroney, leader of the Progressive 
Conservative party, continually points to a 
‘recovery’ in the U.S, which the party is 
confident will pull Canada up and out of the 
red. Combined, of course, with even tighter 
government spending. 

The Elusive U.S. Boom 


Canadian policy makers generally offer : 


two remedies for Canadian unemployment. 
The first is to talk about sacrifices, and the 
other is to expound on the U.S. recovery. 

Lalonde spoke highly of the US recovery, 
saying that if the US recovery continues, 
Canada can expect one too. 

It is true the American unemployment rate 
has fallen more than the Canadian one. It is 
also true the U.S. Is seeing larger increases 
in investment than Canada. Astute 
businessmen like Bill Bennett, of the BC 


Social Credit party, say the American 


recovery is attributable to Reagan’s hard- 
line policy, which instills confidence in 


private industry. Canada, suggest others 


(like the Progressive Conservative party) 
should follow the same path. 

America’s falling unemployment rate is 
not, however, the result of a ‘‘tighten your 
belt’’ creed instituted by the Reagan ad- 
ministration. Unlike Canada, the United 
States has had the benefit of an expan- 


Slonary fiscal policy, although it Is never ad- : 


mitted. Reagan's increases In defense spen- 
ding have pumped more money into the 
American economy, and raised demand a 
wee bit. 

When Lalonde. remarked Monday, ‘‘the 
Québec economy seemed to be showing a 
strong recovery,’ and later insisted the 
recovery was broad-based, he. didn't give 
enough credit to American government 
spending. 

Says Ingerman, ‘'a lot of the Québec 
recovery Is a spin-off from defense spending 
in the U.S. One of the few areas where 
employment is growing in Québec is in 
American defense contracts. The puny in- 
crease in output comes from there.’’ 

Defense has never been an Industry which 


can sifigle-handedly lower the unemploy- 


ment rate, except In wartime. Canada can 
not rely on American contracts to jack itself 
out of the depression, especially when those 
spin-offs increase the American deficit. The 
right-wing tenor of today's polity makes a 
high deficit unpopular. 3 

Do we get jobs? 

Lalonde made two Suggestions for lower- 
ing the youth, unemployment rate. He 
pointed to American success in increased 
cooperation between Universities and in- 
dustry. But America ‘has, a high unemploy- 


ment. rate. among. university graduates. 


re ou à 
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Youth jobs: lies my | 
goyernment told me 








although most unemployed youth are not 
university graduates. 

Lalonde’s other suggestion, spending 
$1.5 billion on the ‘‘Youth Opportunity 
Fund!’ which will provide training and hiring 
subsidies to the private sector, is equally 


myopic. , 


Treating youth unemployment -as a 
separate problem In itself is'a snake oll 
remedy for politicians on the campaign trail. 
lt is not a reasonable policy suggestion. 


The present job vacancy rate Is close to. 


zero. That means it is not an untrained work 
force pushing up unemployment rates: it is a 
complete lack of jobs. Canada needs long- 
term directed investment, government or 
private sector, not costly short-term job sub- 
sidies. 

Says Ingerman, ‘‘all of these short term 
programs are ad-hocish, a good example Is 
subsidising youth employment. They don't 
consider the effect it may have on other jobs. 
Subsidies when there aren any jobs just 
displace another worker.’’ 

Narrow policies are inefficient. Many of 
the subsidies are channeled into the private 
sector. where they aren't needed. Canada 
has to provide employment for its popula- 
tion, but the hesitant, vote-mongering spen- 
ding we've seen in the last decade has pro- 
tected stock owners. It has not aided the 
economy. 

The government should begin a program 
of comprehensive economic stimulation, a 
program of investment. There is no point in 
walling about inflation, and deficits. Bowing 
to a 19th century God of laissez-faire 
capitalism won't do anyone any good. 

Youth unemployment will not subside until 
the Canadian economy begins to grow. The 
election alternatives don’t look very inspir- 
ing. Brian Mulroney promises LU and

The Laxer Report: superficial slam

tor, James Laxer. : | 

Laxer writes, “‘the NDP's 
analysis of economic and social 
evolution remains locked in the 
1950's (sic) and 1960's where It 
had its origins. It Is now. so 
seriously out of keeping with the 
reality of the 1980's that-it has 
become a serious Impediment — a 
barrier to appropriate action rather 
than a guide to it.” 

The Laxer report hasn't yet been 
rebutted by the NDP. This silence 
on the left has created the impres- 
sion the NDP can't answer to Lax- 
er's criticisms and proposals. 


In reality it is Laxer's criticisms. 


which are indefensible. 

Laxer slams the NDP for peddling 
the Keynesian demand- 
management policies of social 
democracy and courting the labour 
movement. The new international 
division of labour and a stagfla- 
tionary economy, renders these 
policies out-of-date, Laxer claims. 

According to Laxer, government 
deficit financing’ in an open 
economy such as Canada’s Is 
untenable when other countries are 
not practicing the same policies.

dustries, which must take place if: 


Canada is to become internationally 
competitive. 

This rebuilding ‘‘can only be 
undertaken if there is a change in 
the way Canadians think about 
themselves and their economy,‘ 
according to Laxer. 

Part: of this national change of 
consciousness will have to be-an 
unlearning of the accepted ‘‘truth 
...that there is necessarily an an- 
tagonism between government and 
the private sector in the running of 
the economy."

KGB, eat your heart out. Soon Canada will 
legislate its own civilian secret police force. In no 
other Western country does the government allow 
secret police the power and immunity that will 
come with the passage of Canada's Bill C-9. 


C-9, which will create Canada’s Civillan Security In- 
telligence Service (CSIS), Is in its third and final reading 
before the House of Commons vote in which It is expected to 
become law. 

Under the authority of its director, the CSIS will in- 
vestigate the need for, and carry out survelllance relating to 
the ‘national security of Canada.’’ The personnel of the 
new service will be transferred primarily from the current 
ranks of the RCMP Secret Service.” 





Thomas D'Arcy Finn is the high-ranking bureaucrat 
heading the task force designing the CSIS. He will pro- 
bably be its first director. Finn, together with his mentor, 
Michael Pitfield, formerly Canada's most powerful civil 
servant, sat on\the committee which drafted Bill C-157. 
When C-157 caused a public uproar, the. Bill was 
withdrawn and sent to a Senate committee to be fe- 
written. Strangely enough, both Finn and Pitfield appeared 
on.the committee (Pitfield as chair), despite the protests of 
several Senators. The result is a far subtler bill which is no 
less dangerous. 


However, other civilians, appointed by the director, will 
be used when necessary. 

Among the members of the ‘service, will be + Super: 
numeraries’’ (special extra agents), and genuine civil in- 
formers, recruited by the commissioner of the RCMP. The 
service's general orientation Is dictated by the Solicitor 
General, Who only recelves summary reports about their ac- 
tivities from the Service Itself. 

_ Secrets of the Secret Service 


One of the best guarded secrets 
In Canada will be the activities of 
the Secret Service. According to 
article 18, information leaks from 
any current or former members of 
the Service are punishable by 5 
years imprisonment. Anyone who 
reveals the Identity of Secret Ser- 
vice officer can face Identical 
punishment. The Freedom of Infor- 

mation Act and the Official Secrets 
Act have been altered In order to 
make any reference to the contents 
or even the existence of investiga- 
tions or reports concerning the 
CSIS illegal.

Bill C-9 extends the jurisdiction of the Service even fur- 
ther, to include ‘'security assessments’’. Anyone can 
become the target of a security assessment. Canadians will 
be given systematic assessments which evaluate thelr 
‘loyalty’ and ‘‘rellability’’. The implications of the system 
of security assessments Is limitless: immigrants, for exam- 
ple, risk deportation on the basis of these systematic 
assessments. 


Investigation 
The Service's mandate Is to carry out its functions ‘by in- 
vestigation or otherwise’ (article 12 (1) ), with or without a 
warrant. Because of this and similar provisions in the Bill, 
the Investigative powers of the Service are In practice, 
Jnlimited,,whether they apply to security assessments or to

This year has seen the most complete 
move to an executive committee autocracy 
than any previous year. 

Constitutionally, the Executive Committee, 
made up of the president, four vice 
presidents and the Executive Director, non- 
voting, has ‘‘the authority to exercise all the 
powers held by the Students’ Council bet- 
ween regular -meetings,’’ with the excep- 
tions of amending the Constitution or hiring 
and firing the Executive Director. 

So except for two hours every two weeks 
the Executive Committee makes all decisions 
for the Students’ Society. 

Moreover, Ecexutive Committee meetings 
are closed and the minutes are confidential. 

According to Vice President, University 
Affairs, Steven Matthews, ‘When we say a 
decision was made in the Executive Commit- 
tee — that's a misnomer. They were deci- 
sions taken by one or a few executives in tue 
name of the committee. 

: ‘*It was essentially Bruce Initiating a lot of 
different proposals, sometimes through the 

Executive Committee, sometimes 

presidents’ reports or on his own.’ 

President Bruce Hicks defended the power 
of the Executive Committee saying, ‘‘In a 
given year when you have a-weak council, 
you have a strong president; when you have 
a weak president, you have a strong council. 

‘I'd say what happened this year is you 
had a president, who knew how council 
worked because he had basically run it last 
year, making decisions when Council was 
not comfortable in what they should have

been doing. 
As far as issues dealt with by the Council, 
the year's biggest accomplishment was br- 
Inging the debt to the university under con- 


trol. However, the Council's existence was - 


irrelevent to this: it simply rubberstamped 
the budget proposals in September. There 
Was no serious discussion about the 
priorities that had been chosen to be cut and 
the impacts of the methods they chose: 

Clubs were most affected by the budget 
cuts, especially by the new fee for rooms in 
the Union Building and the cutback in Union 
Building hours. 

Club Representative to Council, Marcy 
Vigoda, explained, ‘‘You (the clubs) ie to 





put your attention to raising money, rather 
than achieving your goals you set out to." 

At the same time, business operations 
were expanded, although they Involved a - 


capital investment and several areas 
chronically lose money. 
Hicks maintains, ‘Our, role is a service 


organisation. The clubs do fine. (When they 
were started) they were just an expensive 
luxury and that’s what they should always 
be."' 

Club Representative to Council, Marcy 
Vigoda, explained, ‘‘You (the clubs) have to 
put your attention to raising money, rather 
than achieving your goals you set out to. 

The substantial accomplishments made by 
Students were achieved outside of Council in 
the University Senate. 

The Senate is the body made up of ad- 
ministration, professors and students which 
formulates university policy to be presented 
to the Board of Governors for ratification. 
Most issues in the Senate take at least two 
years from introduction, through Senate 
committees, then adoption to become policy. 

The study break was adopted this year for 
next year’s winter semester. The break will 
be during the week of February 18. The pro- 
posal for the break came out of the Senate 
student caucus. | 

Students have had imput on the sexual 
harassment policy which is in the process of 
adoption. 


These decisions had nothing to do with 
Council though they are often cited as ac- 
complishments of Council. 

Council was incapable of working on and 
passing the proposed Constitutional amend-

ments which would have closed loopholes In 
the present document and: includes pro- 
cedures for Student Initiated Referenda. The 
amendments were passed ‘‘in principle’’ 
awalting Council to examine and pass each 
section formally. 

Many councillors believe people opposed 
to the constitutional amendments stalled 
them by not allowing the Council to have 
quorum. According to Vigoda, ‘‘We would 
start discussing it and Bruce would walk out 
and we'd lose quorum.’ 

The most common complaint by coun- 
cillors Is lack of information and explanations 
or help at the beginning of the year as to how 
Council works and exactly what a councillors 
role includes. 


Arts. Representative to Council, Rob 
French, said, *‘We really didn't know what 
our role was in September and no one has 
Cleared it up since. 

Confusion and lack of information work to 
the advantage of an autocratic executive or 
president who wants to avoid opposition to 
unilateral decisions. 


And so it went at Student's Society, until 


councillors became fed up and started op- 
posing executive proposals. 

Unfortunately by that time it was too late 
id anything productive to happen In Coun- 
cil.

McGill International(Ml), from its 
tiny office In the McDonald- 
Harrington Building, is trying to In- 
volve McGill individuals In a fan- 
tastical ‘' programme of Interna- 
tional co-operation and develop- 
ment.” 


Ml's mission, initially outlined In 
a 1978 report, was accepted by 
McGill Senate and Board of Gover- 
nors In 1980. The acceptance was 
conditional: MI must not be a finan- 
cial burden on the university. 

Ms report, McGill International: 


The First Three Years contains a’ 


list of McGill professors who have 
expressed interest in specific areas 
of the world. 

Of the Biology professors chosen 
at random from the list, three did 
not believe they knew enough 
about the organization to comment. 
One, Professor Goldstein, said, ‘| 
have no criticisms of MI, it is pro- 
moting international research at 
McGill and creating liasons. It Is 
useful. 

He added that he saw his grant 
from the Royal Bank as ‘'an oppor- 
tunity to continue my work. It was 
a profitable venture in the Carib- 


bean and this seemed like a nice. 


way of repaying them." 

Walter Hitschfield, Director of 
McGill International, says the ob- 
jective of MI is ‘to make sure that 
some of our counterparts in the 


2, developing world have access, to,us, 


In a variety of ways, as students or 


in the way we have access to them 
as professors. In this way we can 
get to know them and work out pro- 
blems.*’ 


He does not feel formal ties, ty- 
Ing universities in the industrial 
and developing worlds together on 
a long term basis, are necessarily 
efficient.“‘We have few formal af- 
filiations. We're not sure that a 
great deal is accomplished through 
formal channels, sald Hitschfield. 

He added that Schumacher's 
concept, ‘‘small is beautiful"! Is 
very applicable to his programme. 

This Is an informal arrangement, 
department to department. It Is a 
relatively small operation — literal- 
ly 1,2, or 3 professors working 
with similar numbers in the Third 
World. This is the best way to dif- 
fuse Information." 

The Centre for Developing Area 
Studies, part of McGill before 
McGill International, Is probably 
better known on campus as a 
haven for Third World analysis,’ in 
terms of both resources and Series 
of outside speakers. 

‘We didn't displace at- 
tachments, we simply added to 
them, said Hitschfield. 

He explained, “‘CDAS exists to 
Study the process and to examine 
and reexamine all the time: They 
are the theoreticians of interna- 
tional development. We are effec- 


tively the.doers of what. we think of. 


as Important projects. Actually we 
accelerate the progress of coopera- 
tion working with small numbers in 
the Third World." 

Hitschfield feels overall the 
Canadian International Develop- 
ment Agency (CIDA) Is fairly good. 
“There has been some problems, 
misunderstandings arise very easli- 
ly. They give grants which do not 
always work or are not up to the 
task. But maybe these programmes 
were unrealistic to begin with. Our 
job is to point out the particular fail- 
ings. 

The results are by the dollar and 
can not necessarily be held against 
CIDA."’ 

‘We have had a small number of 
relations with development projects 
In agriculture, hydrology, the 
desalinification of water in Kenya. 
We have excellent relations with 
the main hospital In Nairobi, 

On the widely disputed Green 
Revolution, Hitschfleld said, ‘it 
was at first accepted with a great 
deal of enthusiasm, critiques have 
evolved since. We're aware of dif- 
ferences, of finding the right for- 
mula. There may not be a single 
formula. We're doing the best we 
can." 

Most of Ml's programmes are in 
those “‘developing countries’’ now 
entering semi-industrialized 
Status, such as Saudi Arabia, 
China.

When a Massachusetts. judge 
recently convicted four men of 
rape, he inadvertently handed 
down a fifth sentence to the victim. 
Exile, 

The New Bedford court hearings 


were shocking not only because of 


the brutality of the assault, but 
because of the violent community 
response to the victim. 

Six men were accused of raping 
a 22 year old woman in a 
neighbourhood bar in March 1983. 
Three others, ‘‘non-participants,’’ 


remained in the tavern. 

When the case came before the 
courts last month, 4,000 marched 
in nearby Fall River to protest the 
arrests. 10,000 trooped through 
the victim's hometown, accusing 
her of threatening the community. 
They said she had increased anti- 
Portuguese sentiment in the area. 

Although protesters went so far 
as to accuse the victim of pre- 
judice, they neglected to mention 
that she, the prosecuting attorney, 
and the jury were also Americans of 
Portuquese descent. 


"| think it's really strange that 
the community rallied around the 
men rather than the victim,’’ says 
lawyer Suzanne Boivin, a member 
of Women and the Law. 

Admittedly, the media should be 
indicted for helping to ostracize the 
woman from the community. Early 
reporting on the case contained 
gross distortions in fact. Revealing 
the victim's identity in a national 
television broadcast (The TODAY 
show) was Intrusive and irrespon- 
sible. 

A Similar incident in a New 


Jersey bar this February was hush- 
ed up to prevent just such an ex- 
plosive situation. Although this 
prevented press attack, such 
methods do little to remove the 
shame of the crime for the victim. 
Trying an assault case amidst 
silence, pushes the victim into 
keeping the crime a secret. It 
discourages women from testify- 
ing, ensuring:that conviction rates 
stay low, and sentencing remains 

lenient.

For rape victims, reactions are 
often not sympathetic: they are 
censorious. 

Even if the victim does. choose to 
undergo the court ordeal, chances 
are slim she'll see the charge result 
in a: conviction. A 1971 report 
shows the average conviction rate 
for all sexual offenses at 51.2 per 
cent of those cases brought to 
court. The general conviction rate 
was 86 per cent. 

Current penalties for convicted 
rapists average 2-4 years. 

In January 1983, the House of 
Commons passed Bill C-153 which 
redefined rape as sexual assault 
and set out harsher penalties for 
the crime. 

Denise Côté a counsellor and 
member of the Le mouvement con- 
tre le viol collective, believes the 
Ottawa case and-others show the 
weaknesses of the laws. In her opi- 
nion, ‘‘the laws don't change 
anything, if their interpretation 
doesn't change."

For most people at McGill the name 
Leacock is associated with a nine storey 
monstrosity that blocks the view of Mount 
Royal from the lower campus. There is a 
tendency to forget that Leacock was the 
name of one of McGill's most distinguished 
and well-known professors. 

Even for those familiar with the famous 

humourist and political economy. professor, 
Stephen Leacock is still a distant, almost 
legendary name that bears little connection 
with the McGill of today. 
. What knowledge we have of Leacock is 
through his own writings. There is little 
published material that tells us about what 
Leacock's contemporaries thought: of him, 
and what /s printed about him tends to play 
up to the semi-deified, legendary image. 

Allan Anderson is a former McGill Daily 
news editor who has used oral history to 
convey how Leacock was perceived by his 
friends and colleagues, both at McGill and in 
_his home town of Orillia, Ontario, in the 
biography, Remembering Leacock. 

Anderson, a student of Leacock's at 
McGill during the late 1930's, knew the man 
after he had already established himself as 
an institution at the university. 


In a conversation with the Supplement, 
Anderson dispelled any misconceptions 
about Leacock-worship. ‘‘It wasn't a ques- 
tion of students revering him. It was like a 
family," he said. 

According to Anderson, Leacock was a 
devoted teacher who did not underestimate 
his students’ intelligence. This feeling runs 
consistently through accounts by former 
McGill students whose reminiscences make 
up much of Remembering Leacock. 

The fact that the book is not written as a 
straight biographical narrative has created 
some controversy, commented Anderson. 

‘Academic historians flatly refuse to 
recognize oral history. They say that 
‘ nostalgia has a bad memory. But people 
remember very clearly what they want to 
remember,’’ said Anderson. 

This, for Anderson, is one of the charms of 
oral history. Everyone who witnesses an 
event will describe it in a different way 
because they all will have seen it differently. 


‘Life isn’t carved in stone the way the 
academics want it to be. It is not all from 
documentary sources and archives,’’ said 
Anderson dismissing academic criticisms of 
oral history. 

Few Canadian oral history writers, with 
- the exception of Anderson and Barry Broad- 
foot, have gained any kind of recognition. 
Anderson's first oral history, Remembering 
the Farm, sold 40,000 copies and still sells 
about 4,000 copies a year. 

Anderson says that the idea to do an oral 
history came to him naturally as a result of 
doing radio documentaries for the CBC. He 
would use a Standard ratio of 12 minutes of 
recorded interview to one minute of narration

The narrative of Remembering Leacock is 
minimal. Îts structure is a series of anec- 
dotes about Leacock, quoted verbatim. It is, 
to quote Anderson, a look at Leacock from 
‘all different angles. 

The information for the book was compiled 
by taping interviews with approximately 75 
of Leacock’s surviving friends, relatives, 
and colleagues. At first, said Anderson, it in- 
volved considerable research and work, but 
gradually it grew easier to track people down 
as one person would lead him to his next in- 
terview subject. 





To get the most out of the book, one must fie 


read it all the way through. Unfortunately, § 


because of its format, it is doubtful that 
everyone will do this. Most of the anecdotes 
are between 50 and 100 words long, and 
there are generally several to a page. The 
temptation, upon flipping through the book, 
ls to read selected anecdotes rather than the 
whole book. 

But the book is grouped into chapters and 
many of the anecdotes fall flat when read out 
of the context. This is ashame, for one gets 
a good feel, not just for Leacock, but for the 
atmosphere of McGill during the early twen- 
tieth century, if one reads the book all the 
way through.

Leacock's economic prowess was ques- 
tionable, but little mention of this is made in 
the book. 

Anderson also suggested that Leacock 
had sexist and anti-Semitic tendencies, but 
Said that Leacock was ‘‘a man of his time,” 
and that ‘‘individually, a Jew in one of 
Leacock's classes was treated with the 
same respect as any WASP."’ Still, little or 
no mention of this is made in the book’s 
anecdotal accounts. The only negative com- 
nent made about Leacock is made by the 
son of a professor who, according to Ander- 
son, was professionally jealous of Leacock’s 
fame and accomplishments. 

It is possibly true that Leacock’s positive 
attributes outweigh his negative ones, but in 


an oral history it is difficult to get a balanced 
perspective. This does not mean that Ander- 


- son should have done a standard narrative 


biography. The concept of oral history is a 
valid one. But he should have been more 
critical of his sources, questioning them for 
somewhat less gushing, sentimental 


material. 


To its credit, the book never pretends to 
be a Critical history, and if one views it in 
this vein, it is very good. For this reason, it 
is perfect for those who cherish past glories, 
and would like to remember things the way 
they were. The book demonstrates that 
memories of the past often become more 
perfect than they actually are, 


Allan Anderson himself is a charming 
man, rich in anecdotes about his days at 
McGill and his work at The McGill Daily; he 
seems very willing to share these memories. 
Perhaps he should do an oral history of 
McGill in general, and be‘somewhat more 
critical in his approach. — 

Remembering Leacock Is a good, but not 
great oral biography which succeeds in both 
charming the reader and emphasising the 
subjectivity of human memory. If one ac- 
cepts the book for what it is — nostalgic 
memories of a personal friend and sym- 
pathetic professor — and not as a critical 
biography, then it is a thoroughly enjoyable 
read.

In the late 1960's, Michel Tremblay’s Les 
Belles-Soeurs revolutionized Québec drama. 
It shocked many people, because it was 
* written in joual — the slang of east end Mon- 
tréal — and because it was politically ex- 
plicit, telling people that there were some 
rotten things happening to the Québecois 
poor, and that something better be done 
about it — fast. 

Fifteen years later, Les Belles-Soeurs still 
packs a wallop. It is still a revolutionary 
play, even if the political themes don't seem 
quite as relevant or straightforward as they. 
once were. 

Most of the stage for the Nouveau Com- 
pagnie Théâtrale's revival of Tremblay’s play 
is taken up by Claude Goyette's enormous, 
brooding set. A twenty-five foot ramp slopes 
down from the back of the stage to meet the 
audience. It represents the roofs of a row of 
Plateau Mont Royale houses, in the working 
class east end where Michel Tremblay grew 
up. Up above, a bright skyline Is painted, 
with Mont Royale In the background and the 
silhouette of the houses across the street in 
the foreground. One section of the roof is 
missing where we see into Germaine 
Lauzon’s kitchen. TE 

Madame Lauzon is in ecstasy. She has 
just won a million trading stamps, and her 
head is full of the things she can now buy. 
She Invites all her friends over to help her 
stick the stamps Into their little books. 

Tremblay's characters always float in the 
nether land between total caricature and 
super realism, and you can never be quite 
_ sure which you are seeing. Fifteen women 
gather around the big formica table in the 
drab Lauzon kitchen to lick and stick the 
Stamps, and we recognise in them our aunts 
and neighbours. But everything is taken one 
degree farther, and creates a surreal effect. 

The women are fiercely jealous of Ger- 
maine, who has had the break that they all 


poor to keep them quiet and prevent them 
from trying to change the way things are. 
- These women are obsessed by contests — 


bingo, raffles, magazine puzzles — anything 


that will put some color into their drab lives. 
But the contests are far from harmless, they 
make the women ignore the real problems In 
their lives, and increase the reservoir of 
failure and frustration that floods them. 
When they rob Germaine Lauzon they are let- 
ting loose some of their hatred against the 
world. They cannot see that their problems 
are not their fault, and they direct all their 
hatred against themselves. 

One of Tremblay’s greatest talents is his 
ability to show the effect that communities 
have upon individuals. The director of this 
production, André Brassard, has all the 
women wear long grey smocks that leave on- 
ly-their. hands and faces free. This makes 
them blur: together in an impersonal mass, 
like a Greek:chorus. Whenever he wants us 
to see the individuality of a character, or that 


She is ostracized from the group, he has her 


long for. As the night goes on, they start :

and give a monologue. 

Much of the play is taken up with these 
monologues. A spotlight singles out one

frustration, they are poor and uneducated 
and they can't even communicate with each 
other. In some of Tremblay’s later plays, his 
characters manage to transcend their en- 
vironment and grow up. But not here — no 
one escapes. | 

In the second half of the play, we discover 
that one of the women, Angéline Sauvé, has 
been sneaking out to the bars on Saturday 
nights. It is her attempt to break free from 
the suffocating neighbourhood. The women 
turn on her and condemn her — when she 
tries to get some sympathy from them, they 
tell her that she has to make a choice bet- 
ween outside life and her life in the com- 
munity. Tremblay shows us how mercilessly 
conservative the community can be — stifl- 
ing individual freedom. 

Yet the morality of the community is soon 
revealed as a sham when Germaine 


discovers that most of her stamps are miss- 


ing. The lights go red, syrupy music fills the 
theatre, and in a very successful slow mo- 
tion sequence the women all gang up on Ger- 
maine, robbing her of her stamps, her fur- 
niture, even her wig. She is left at center 
stage, crying. Then, in a bitterly sarcastic 
epilogue, the women all appear up on the 


roof singing O Canada. Germaine. hears : 


them, dries her tears, stands up, and as she 
starts singing, a cloud of trading stamps 





good, unrebellious colonial. 

Nicole Leblanc plays Germaine Lauzon 
and brings to the role the same nobility she 
had in her Interpretation of the lead in A Tol 
Pour Toujours, Ta Marle-Lou last year. Hers 
is the most memorable in an ensemble of fine 
performances. All the characters in the play 
are women, and in many ways it can be con- 
sidered as a pre-feminist drama, showing 
the way in which women are forced to bear 
most of the load in poor societies. 

For a long time popular opinion had it that 
it was André Brassard, the director, who 
made Tremblay so successful — that essen- 
tially Tremblay's plays were average but that 
Brassard’s super-charged productions of 
them made them seen much greater than 
they really were. | have seen enough second 
rate Tremblay productions by other directors 
that still sent shivers down my spine to know 
that his plays are pretty solid. But 
Brassard's productions certainly don't hurt. 

Brassard has revolutionized Québec mise 


en scène as much as Tremblay has revolu- 


tionized the playwrighting. 
Les Belles Soeurs well deserved the 
euphoric standing ovation that it received.

Why doesn't she speak? 

“Because no-one Is listening.’’ 

There is a silence surrounding 
Christine Molenaar. It is a silence 
filled with the sounds of babies cry- 
Ing, water running, dishes clink- 
Ing, plastic hangers breaking and 
the impact of women's shoes on a 
man's body, 

A Question of Silence (the 
Original Dutch title De Stilte Rond 
Christine M, is translated in the 
film as The Silence Surrounding 
Christine M.) is a psycho-social 
thriller which begins with a violent 
murder and ends in joy and 
laughter. It is a highly unusual 
murder mystery. Three ordinary 
women, .unknown to each other, 


beat the owner of a women's: 


clothing shop to death. We know 
who they are and what they have 
done, the mystery is: why did they 
do it? 

The brilliance of A Question of 
Silence. lies in the careful, 
systematic and ultimately convinc- 
Ing way director Marleen Gorris 
builds a case for justifiable 
homicide. 
developing consciousness of a suc- 
cessful female psychiatrist, it 
gradually becomes clear why these

case for homicide 


three ordinary women — like any 
ordinary women — would commit 
such a brutal act. 

Annie Jongman works all day In 
a sleazy cafe to support herself, 
having divorced her husband who 
‘spent money like water.’’ An- 
drea, an ‘‘exceptionally good'' 
secretary who actually does most of 
her boss's work, receives neither 
respect nor credit: And Christine is 
a housewife whose life is 
characterized by perlods of 
lethargy, married to an Insensitive 
and self-involved man. 

Throughout the film the laughter 
of Frau Jongman, Christine's 
drawings, and other kinds. of 
nonverbal communication are op- 
posed to language: the language of 


psychiatrists and lawyers, the. 


language of men, which reflects 
and reinforces the structures. of 
power which are used by men to 
oppress women. 

Janine Van den Bos Is a 
psychiatrist assigned by the courts 
to determine whether the women 
are responsible for their actions. 
Janine conducts a series of inter- 
views with them. Christine remains 
silent, puzzling the psychiatrist. 
Frau Jongman laughs loudly. An- 
drea, the most Intelligent of the 
three, thwarts Janine’s attempts to 
gather information, turning her 
questions back at her. . 

In a pivotal and powerful scene, 





Andrea traces Janine’s body with 
her hands. It is an intense and in- 
timate moment of communication. 
Without touching her, Andrea ap- 
pears to be charging Janine with 
power. It is as If she Is being 
moulded into a woman, having 
been trained by society to be a 
man. Janine comes finally to realize 


_ that her womanhood binds her 


more strongly to women than her 
profession or her class can to men. 

It is only outside language that 
this transformation can be effected 
because language, like other social 
phenomena, Is within the male 
power structure. It Is for this 
reason that no one listens to 
Christine when she tries to make 
clear the violence of her daily life. 
The language available to her can- 
not express this, so she simply 
refuses to participate in it. This Is 
her bravery. | 

The silence surrounding 
Christine M. is also the silence of 
the women who witnessed the 
murder and did not report it. In the 
climactic trial scene, the three 
women, led by Christine, laugh 
long and loudly, joyful at their ap- 
prehension of their own power. 
They are joined by the women who 
saw the crime, by Janine — and by 
the audience In the theater. 

A Question of Silence Is a film of 
enormous Importance. It turns the 
conventions of the murder mystery 


Rilke bleeds poetry

The poems of Rainer Maria Rilke 
have long been popular with the 
French and Germans, but the 
English translations were so bad 
that he never caught on. Now, with 
several new translations out, he Is 
becoming better known. 

Last Christmas, Vintage publish- 
ed a paperback edition of Stephen 
Mitchell's The Selected Poetry of 
Rainer Maria Rilke which should 
help Rilke's rise out of obscurity 
since It Is by far the best translation 
yet. 

lf there was a Nobel prize for ex- 
cellence in anthologizing, Stephen 
Mitchell would deserve it. His 
translations are both beautiful, 


working well as English poems, 


and accurate. 

Mitchell Includes a good selec- 
tion of Rilke's pricipal poems, all 
the Duino Elegies — Rilke's major 
work — as well as long passages 
from his prose work The Notebooks 
of Malte Laurids Brigge. He also 
had the ingenious idea of including 
long passages from Rilke’s letters 
as annotations to the poems; when 


you find a line you don't unders- 


tand you can turn to the back of the 
book and find Rilke's explanation. 

The only thing | didn’t like about 
the anthology was the introduction 
by Robert Haas which portrays 
Rilke as a neurotic schlep with an 
inexplicable knack for writing neat 
verse, It is pretentiqus >.he drops 
names right, left and center — and 


he seems to have misunderstood 
Rilke. If you go to the book liking 
Rilke, Haas Is likely to change your 
mind. Those coming to the poet for 
the first time are almost certain to 
be turned off. 
Rilke led an archetypal poet's 
life: He was born:in 1875 In Prague 
‘that, God forgive me, 
miserable city of subordinate ex- 
Istences’’ — and like Franz Kafka, 
who was born there eight years 
later, grew up speaking German In 
a sea of Czech. His mother had 
wanted a girl Instead of a boy and 
as consolation dressed Rilke In 
girl's clothing until he was five. He 
spent most of his adolescence in a 


military academy, an experience . 


from which he never really 
recovered (not surprising given his 
early childhood), and then came 
back to Prague and began to write. 

His early poems are mushy and 
sentimental and when you read 
them you feel he has potential but 
there is nothing much to 
distinguish him from hundreds of 
other emotional young poets. Then 
in 1899 he went to Russia with his 
friend Lou Andréas-Salomé. lt 
changed his life. He wrote: 

| began with Things, which were 
the true confidants of my lonely 
childhood, and it was already a 
great achievement that, without 
any outside help, | managed to get 
as far as animals. But then Russia 
opened itself up to me and granted, 
me the brotherliness and the 









darkness of God. 

After he got back from Russia he 
met. the sculptor Auguste Rodin, 
and became his secretary for a 
season. Rodin taught him the im- 
portance of steady work and from 
then on Rilke attempted to do in 
poetry what Rodin had done in 
sculpture, wanting to make poems 
as solid as statues. 

Rilke became more disciplined, 
gaining more control over.his work. 
He concentrated on his art with an 





Inside out with great skill, all the 
more remarkable since it is the 
director's first feature film.

of Silence most deserves to be 
seen. A thought-provoking and em- 
powering examination of the lives 
of women — and men — it Is a 
technically successful and ge- 
nuinely joyful film.

Stephen Mitchell’s anthology 
gives a good overview of Rilke's 
work. We see him gradually move 
from religion (*‘The Christ 
telephone, into which people con- 
tinually shout: Hello, who's there? 
— and no one answers.) towards 
art.

Reading Rilke forces you to give 
your senses a work-out, and if you 
read him enough you eventually

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The muralists take to the walls

Mural art in Montréal is over. a 
decade old, and Montréal Is still 
learning about the effect of murals 
on the environment. Muralists — 
mural artists — are convinced that 


‘*good’’ murals have a positive ef- : 


fect on the urban environment but 
the city authorities, unfortunately, 
are not convinced. 

Murals are intended to improve 
the urban visual environment. 
Their colours brighten the omnipre- 
sent greyness of a modern city like 
Montréal. In°addition, murals are a 
collective art form. 

Some practical history 

In 1971, Benson and Hedges 
funded three murals in the city. 
The Musée des Beaux Arts chose 
three artists from among ten to 
design the murals. Two of the ar- 
tists painted abstract designs us- 
ing brilliant colours while the third 
integrated his design with the sur- 
rounding environment. There is a

environmental abstraction which 
compliments the surroundings. 
The murals are located in 
underdeveloped areas of the city. 

Muralism developed as a new 
form of painting in Montréal 
through government subsidies and 
private grants. Several mural 
groups, created as a parrt of 
government ‘subsidized youth 
employment projects, were kept 
busy during the summers of 1972 
and 1973. However, the subsidies 
soon declined: and In 1975, only 
Les P'tits Solells were left from the 
funded groups.in 1976 the govern- 
ment grants, ended. 

By this time there were already 
elghty murals. The movement 
didn't end, despite the end of 


government funding, as private in- 


dustry grants and citizens’ groups 
initiatives assured continued 


- growth. Today two groups stand 


out: Les Murs Nous Parlent 


: (previously Les P'tits Solells) and 


Murs-Murs, formed in 1981. 
Relevant public art 

There is a need for public art to- 
day because of the rapid growth of 
poverty and the deterioration of the 
city. Museum art Is becoming Ir- 
relevant. 

In Museums and Radicals: a 
History of Emergencies, Linda 
Nochlin writes, ‘‘the museum no- 
tion of art is art separated from any 
sense of the larger responsibilty, to 
the quality of life in all aspects and 
for all people.’’ Aesthetic prin- 
ciples and decoration are not 
priorities in relevant public art. 
There is a need for artists to par- 
ticipate within a social context. 

Abstraction distances the artist, 
the mural,.and the notion of ari 
from the people who do not unders- 
tand it. It only serves to. beautify 
the wall. 

‘Les murs nous parlent” 

Claude Guité has been doing 
murals for over twelve years. He 
says the first criféria for'a mural'is 


‘yhat the people would like to see 
n a wall in their neighborhood. 
Usually, they want pictures of birds 
and trees — what most poor 


residential areas are lacking. 
Guite’s group is known especially 
for the trees It paints and Is quoted 
as saying ‘Nous faisons de l'en- 
vironment."’ 

It has not been easy surviving as 
muralists, says Guité. His group 
often relles on commercial murals 
for income. The city of Montréal 
allows any mural to be painted as 
long as it is pleasing and contains 
no commercial advertising. 

City Hall has not recognized the 
significance of murals, and so do 
not help muralists.The city is not 
Interested in murals largely 
because many murals deteriorate 
within a few years of their creation. 


Claude Morin — ‘‘Murs-Murs 
Inc.”’ 

The technical problem of creating 
a mural that will last Is the main 
concern of Murs-Murs, Morin's 
group, According to Morin, a 
‘good’ mural is one that lasts. 
The group's techniques include 
washing the wall thoroughly, using 
an extremely resistant plastic 
paint, and then applying an epoxy 
finish to the mural in order to pro- 
tect it. 

The murals communicate two 
meanings. One is making the 
viewer aware of the role of art as a 
means of expression; the second is 
to make people aware of the 
necessity of preserving the urban 
landscape. Within the scope of 
these two meanings,. the fun- 
damental objective of the Murs- 
Murs is to promote murals as art. 

Towards this goal, they hope to 
set up a documentation centre for 


_ urban murals to aid the research of.

mural, 


The murals reveal the Murs- 
Murs’ background in urban plann- 
Ing and architecture. This is seen 
In ‘Sous le Soleil", their first 
mural, In which sheep are leaning 
against the side of.the wall and two 
sheep are sitting .on the the 
bullding's fire escape, integrating 
architecture and the artwork. This 
merging of two elements aims to 
make the viewer appreciate the 
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building's architecture by making 
‘her more aware of it. 

According to Morin; the sheep 
represent typical Québécois. They 
are blind followers, wearing 
sunglasses, The mural, with it’s 
preponderance of blue, could ap- 
pear to look like the Québec flag. 
The mural comments on fashion — 
trendy sunglasses. 

The mural reflects the 
neighborhood — St. Lawrence and 
Ste. Catherine — with the three

sheep in the middle also represen- 
ting the prostitutes of the area. It Is 
not seeking to change anything, it 
is simply a representation of the ar- 
tists’ observations. There are no 
abstract elements — the more 
direct, the more striking the com- 
mentary. 


They are in in contact with 55 com- 
munity groups. Murs-Murs see 
murals as useful tools for com- 
munities, and they convey an im- 
portant message. 


McGill Dance: creative gyrations 
lost in a sequined wilderness

McGill dance Is a strange con- 
coction of savory talent and in- 
discernible direction. The small 
group of campus dance devotees, 
the McGill Contemporary Dance 
Workshop, who produced last 
week's A~Studio Production, 
demonstrated this last weekend. 


The dancers and 
choreographers, while showing a 
fair amount of technical skill, 
presented a lacklustre show overall 
due to nebulous statements behind 
individual pieces. More often, the 
points of the dances were ignored 
and their composition was confus- 
ing. 

In a welcome innovation, each 
choreographer explained the story 
and artistic elements in his or her 
piece before the show began. 

The first half-consisted of stu- 
dent choreographers (except for 
two ballet pieces staged by profes- 
sional Mary Abdel-Malek) dancing 
with other students in pieces they 
designed. Among these, the piece

ducer, Melanie Jackson, was a, 
. subtly explosive example of how 


creative student choreograpners 
can be. Jackson's Together on a 
Crowded Bus potrayed a brief pas- 
sionate encounter between two 
passengers, while using surroun- 
ding dancers to alternately im- 
mitate the motion of the bus and 
react to the romance before them. 
Jackson, an exception to many of 
the other choreographers, seemed 
very conscious of the relaxed, non- 
Chalant feeling the audience receiv- 
ed from her dance and how best to 
bring it across. 

The Finnish Waltz, choreograph- 
ed by Christine Vry, was a tradi- 
tional ballet danced by three 
women. In its very classic style, 
Vry avoided the commercial clichés 
to which other dancers fell prey. 
This piece also included the 
highest degree of technical profi- 
ciency in the show. 

Other student chreographed 
pieces, /mprovisation with Sax- 
ophone, Eclipses, and Summer- 
time, however, were colourful, fun 


ita. 


Opera Lover, choreographed by 
student Hoang An Le, was offen- 
sive In its confusion. The dance 
was a bizarre parade of women 
around Le, who moved around a 
tripod of bamboo sticks supposedly 
representing a tent. The women 
were positioned along the edges of 
the. space and moved as 
automatons around the male 
dancer who grasped to no avail for 
a sense of direction in his own 
movements. Rumour has it Le's 
piece demonstrated a priest's 
Struggle between religion and ‘'the 


- whore’’. Oh yeah. 


The second part, The Evolution 
of Jazz and Hot Fun, was ex- 
cessively stale and lengthy. Per- 
formed by a Broadwayish group 
Called the Dance Factory, the inclu- 
sion of this non-student group in 
the program -was odd and 
gratuitous. As one observer said,

Then it 
is simply a matter of paying 85 
cents in order to take the 211 bus. 

The 211 makes its way at furious 
speed past such Montréal land- 
marks as the Turcot Yard and 
Dominion Engineering, and then 
speeds its way through Ville St. 
Pierre, Ville Lasalle, and Lachine. 

The bus then arrives in Dorval. 
From Dorval it is possible to take 
any number of bus routes to points 
west: the 202, 203, 204, and 211. 
But be warned, in the end, all 
routes lead. to Fairview Shopping 
Centre. It is the Mecca of the West 
island. Thousands of suburbanites 
make the pilgrimage to Fairview 
every Saturday, but it acts as a bus 
terminus seven days a week. 

From Fairview one can pick and 
choose where one wants to go, and 
it's free provided you kept your bus 
transfer. 


The 208 heads for darkest 
Dollard Des Ormeaux. If you want a 
look at suburbia at its suburbiest, 
Dollard is the place. To your left, as 
the bus snakes its way along 
srunswick and De Salaberry 
avenues, is Centennial Hill. It is 
dollard's highest point, in more 
Ways than one (it is a gathering 


place for Dollard's scintillating : 


drug subculture). 

The bus crosses Boulevard des

You keep 
the peace for either of two reasons 
and preferably for both: one, 
because it is in your Interest to 
keep the peace, and two, because 
the price of breaching the peace is 
too high.

Former U.S. secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger was a very wise 
man. He wrote that a peace is wor- 
thless if it does not satisfy the basic 
aspirations of all the participants, 
You cannot Impose peace.

De Vélasquez a Picasso, de Goya 
à Dali, la peinture espagnole a mar- 
qué l'évolution de l'art occidental. 
Mais si certains noms survivent à 
la marche de l'histoire, d'autres 
sombrent rapidement dans l'oubli: 
Avec l'exposition Peintres 
espagnols en quête de la lumière, 
25 artistes sortent de l'ombre et 60 
toiles voyagent de Madrid à Mon- 
tréal, de Boston à New-York. 

Vers 1860, un groupe de pein- 
tres français délaisse les ateliers 
sacrés, rejette la lumière artificielle 
pour peindre dehors, en pleine 
nature, sous la lumière fugitive du 
jour. Ainsi naît l'impressionnisme, 
mouvement qui devait se propager 
à travers l'Europe pour atteindre 
tardivement l'Espagne, où il sem- 
ble avoir été impopulaire et peu ap- 
précié. Les rédacteurs du 
catalogue de l'exposition nient l'ex- 
istence d'un impressionnisme 
espagnol et lui préfèrent le terme 
de «luminisme», sans pouvoir 
justifier clairement la  necessité 
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dans un univers mécanique où 
surgissent l'animal, la violence et 
le sang. Ses tableaux sont formés 
de dessins de camions et d'amas 
d'animaux morts, complétés par de 
la gouache aux couleurs fortes.

Sports at McGill — the facilities 
are crumbling under our feet, as 
coaches leave in disgust. . . 
Somewhere in the fading picture 
there must be a spark — a bunch 
of winners, dedicating themselves 
to give sports to McGill a good 
* name again. There they are — the 
McGill fencing team! 

The team walked off with the 
QUAA championship after the final 
tournament of the year at UQAM, 
March 18th. The win was unof- 
ficially in the bag after the third of 
four tournaments since McGill con- 
sistently came in first overall. Com- 
bing the results for men’s and 
women's foll and sabre for all tour- 
naments, McGill placed first nine 
times, second twice, and fourth 
once, Michael Carey and Robbie 
Sinclair were given awards for 
QUAA leaders in sabre and men’s 
foil, respectively. 

Other highlights of the season in- 
clude the women’s foil victory at 
the Royal Military College invitation 
In Kingston, where they placed first 
out of fifteen teams, losing only 
four of the 48 bouts. 

Leslie Wade, one of the few 
women sabre fencers in Canada, 


vecame the first to fence at a Cana- 
dian Open tournament, the 
Heineken, In November. The of- 
ficials have since barred women 
from men's sabre for technical 
reasons, leaving worthy com- 
petitors as Lesly with nowhere to 
fence but the university circuit. 

There was an increase in par- 
ticipation in Canadian Open com- 
petitions among McGill fencers. A 
number did very well, becoming 
‘classed’ on the basis of placings 
in the tournaments (rankings are 
‘A’, ‘B', ‘C', and ‘unclassed.') 
Robbie Sinclair and Eugene Con- 
stantin became ‘B's, and James 
McCullough a ‘C’. 


Robbie Sinclair was named team 


MVP for his results at the open and : 


QUAA tournaments, dedication to 
the team, and for helping out the 
teams’ future members. 

This year was the start of Coach 
Alan Dunkley's McGill career. In 
addition to his teaching abilities, he 
gave the team what: it had been 
missing — the confidence to win. 
He plans to stay at McGill until he 
retires some 40 years from now — 
the McGill fencing team may be on 
top for many years to come.

Concordia dupes McGill athletics

Last year, the concept of honour- 
ing the efforts of the professional 
media in promoting col- 
legiate/amateur sports was in- 
troduced. 

The McGill-Concordia Univer- 
sities Media Award was the official 
title given to the award, and CBC 
Television Sports George Springate 
and CBC Radio Sports John Han- 
cock took home the award in their 
respective categories last year. 

The premise of the award is two- 
fold. Firstly, and most importantly, 
the professional media is encourag- 
ed to continue their efforts in pro- 
moting collegiate sports with the 
acknowledgement by both major 
universities. (It was hoped that 
_ other media would challenge for the 
nomination in the coming months.) 
Secondly, it was hoped that by 
allowing both universities to play 
part, McGill and Concordia could 
leave the rivalry on the flelds of 
play, and establish a degree of 
good faith and fair play in joining 
together in order to promote their 
respective athletic programs. 

Last year, the award was given 
at the Concordia banquet. McGill is 
to take the hosting honours this 
year. 

The sports information offices .of 
both universities were to cast their 
votes for this year's winner. Jour- 
nal de- Montréal journalist Louis 
Senay was deemed the winner in 
print media. John Hancock and 
George Springate were not to be 
repeat winners on the basis that 
three names would dilute the 
award. The fact that three 
categories would be represented 
through an expansion of the Media 


Award escaped both offices. 


Concordia Sports Information's 


Bob Phillips was to cast the first’ 


vote. He commented that .George 
Springate ‘‘does not get my vote 
this year. He doesn’t deserve it.” 

Upon making this statement, 
Phillips proceeded to make a 
special appearance on News Watch 
Sports in order to present Spr- 
ingate the special service award 


‘*In recognition of outstanding con- 
tribution to university sports.’’

By permitting McGill to honour 
Louis Senay with the Universities 
Media Award and voting down the 
idea of allowing the electronic 
media to be involved, Concordia 
has pushed itself into the limelight. 


This was not a diabilical plot Bob 
Phillips has chosen to unveil; it is a 
child-like drama of camouflage that 
Concordia is rapidly becoming 
famous for. 

Clearly, McGill has been duped, 
upstaged by a petty play by one 
whose credentials now lay open to 
skepticism. 

McGill is told ‘‘the man simply 
doesn't deserve it'’ while the man 
who said it, Bob Phillips, is front

The 102nd edition of McGill's 
hockey team had many peaks and 
valleys over 1983-84, finishing 


with a 9-10-5 league record —: 


good enough for 2nd place in the 
five-team QUAA, thelr best placing 
In 22 years. 

Making their first playoff ap- 
pearance in 5 years, the Red and 
White met Ottawa's Gee Gees in a 
best-of-five semi-final and were 
eliminated in overtime of the fourth 
game, A 9-5 victory in Game 3 had 
marked McGill's first playoff vic- 
tory since joining the CIAU in 
1962-63. 


Coach Tyler's Redmen finished 
the season at .500 with an overall 
record of 19-19-9, marking the 
first .500 overall season in 13 
years and only the third since 
1962-63. 

Numerous individual 
achievements were accomplished: 
Defenceman Gilles Hudon was 
named to’ the QUAA First All-Star 
Team for .the, second. consecutive. 
season. He spent the previous spr- 


ing playing as the only Quebec 
university athlete with Team 
Canada at the Pravda Prize Tourna- 
ment (Leningrad, USSR) and 
subsequently participated in the 
Olympic team's eastern and na- 
tional try-out camps. Hudon was 
also named as McGill's Male 
Athlete of the Year. 

Netminder Darren Turner, a 19 
year-old sophomore recruit from 
Sherwood Park, Alta., was 
selected to the QUAA’s Second All- 
Star Team and was probably the 


single most important reason that. 


McGill started off so well. However, 
an inconsistent 2nd half was equal- 
ly a contributing factor to the 
Redmen demise. 


Two Redmen finished among the 
QUAA’s Top Ten Scoring Leaders: 
David Ducharme (16-22-38) placed 
sixth while linemate Brad Field 
(15-18-33) finished eighth. 

Ducharme was named Redmen 
MVP, elected team captain for next 
year, and won the Labatts Trophy 

. for,most.3-star,selections in.home 
games. 


Mark Reade won the Rookie of 
the Year award while Doug Har- 
rison earned the Most Improved 
Player honours. 

Réal Paiement was invited to play 
for the Olympic Team's game vs 
the Soviet All-Stars at the Montréal 
Forum. ; 

Graduating captain Yves 
Beaucage finished his 4-year 
career with a 157 consecutive 
game ‘iron-man’ streak. Since 
joining McGill in 80-81 he never 
missed a league game (105) and 
only missed 1 of 165 varsity 
games; he even participated in two 
exhibition games played on the 
same day. 

Rookie Alain Robichaud, who led 
the team with 30 goals (in 36 
games), missed the first 2 weeks 
of training-camp because he was 
invited to try-out for the NHL's Pitt- 
sburgh Penguins. 

Defenceman Mike Babcock and 
forward Ducharme earned berths 
on the Waterloo Invitational All-Star 
Team:

Daily: What has given you this 
evidence? 

Avnery: It is no secret that | have 
now for ten years been in weekly 
contact with the PLO. I've spent 
many thousands of hours sitting 
with various elements of the PLO. 
There is no doubt at all that the 
overwhelming mass of the Palesti- 
nian people would gladly accept a 
mini-state in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Dally: As the final status of the area 
or as a stepping stone for further 
conquest? | 

Avnery: This is a question without 
an answer, There are no 
guarantees. You live in freedom, 
you take the risks involved with 
freedom. If they could, would the 
Palestinians want a state in all of 
Palestine? Sure. If the Israeli’s 
could, would they want it? Sure. 
As you can see they do want it. No 


Israelis thought about the idea of a 


greater Israel before 1967. Once 
the army was in charge of the ter- 
ritories, immediately it came up. 
These are the realities of life. 
Dally: Why the swing to the right? 
Avnery: | must say it is not an un- 
natural thing. Very few people in 
the history of the world have given 
up territory once they have con- 
quered It. It is not unique. Over the 
ages many people have been 
destroyed by holding onto ter- 
ritories that they are not powerful 
enough to hold onto or absorb. We 
are a very small people. Israel 
seems a world power if you read 
the New York Times but really we 
are only three million people 
without any natural resources. 
Power is a very dynamic thing. It 
changes. Today the Arabs are 
disunited and unable to take any 
common action but you can't take 
this for granted forever. | think the 
present option which looks very 
secure today because we are so 
powerful is out of proportion to our 
national substance, It is not a 
situation which can last forever. 
Daily: Is this just a phase in a 
larger movement toward peace or a 
real regression? 
Avnery: Of course it is a phase. But 
an unfortunate one for it led to 


. another tragedy. 


| would very much like to con- 
vince my PLO friends that they 
have it in thelr power to create a 
basic change. | have been telling 
them for years to recognize Israel, 
but they have their own difficulties 
and it is not critically feasible for 
them to come forward as the situa- 
tion is today. Now if the United 
States were interested in peace, it 
could change the situation over- 
night. It has the power to do it. Un- 
fortunately, the basic similarity bet- 
ween the United States and the 
Soviet Union is they both favour the 
situation of no peace, no war in the 
Middle East, Both consider real 
peace a threat to their interests.
